Amendment 1 on Florida Ballot 
Is a Wolf in Sheep’s Clothing

Let the scum shine. 


The solar-power amendment on Florida’s 
ballot is a slick, oily fraud. Promoted as a 
way to expand solar energy and protect 
residents who want it, Amendment 1 
would do just the opposite. 


All you need to know is who’s 
bankrolling the massive advertising 
campaign: Florida Power & Light, Duke 
Energy, Tampa Electric Co., Gulf Power 
and a few nonprofits funded heavily by 
Exxon Mobil and a pair of right-wing 
billionaire brothers named Koch. 


When is the last time they all banded 
together to do something wonderful for 
the average consumer? 


These are not fans of broadening our 
energy choices. These are politically 


powerful utility and oil interests 
seeking to restrict and monopolize 
the burgeoning solar industry. The 
last thing they want is free-market 
competition. The prospect worries them 
so much that they’ve forked out almost 
$22 million to push for Amendment 1. 


Their political committee calls itself 
“Consumers for Smart Solar.” The PR 
wiz who came up with that name must 
have gotten a good laugh, because 
consumers would be the long-term 
victims of this measure. 


From its beginning, the secret strategy 
for selling Amendment 1 was to deceive 
Floridians into believing it was a 
populist, pro-solar movement. Last 
week, reporter Mary Ellen Klas of the 
Miami Herald obtained a devastating 
audiotape of a presentation made by an 
executive of a Tallahassee think tank 
that provides “research” to the state’s 
big electric utilities. 


On the tape, Sal Nuzzo of the James 
Madison Institute is heard praising 
Amendment 1 as “an incredibly savvy 
maneuver” that “would completely 
negate anything they (pro-solar groups) 
would try to do either legislatively or 
constitutionally down the road.” 


After Nuzzo’s comments became 
public, JMI hastily issued a statement 
saying he “misspoke” during the 
industry conference at which he was 
recorded. But the damage was done, 
Nuzzo’s confident remarks confirming 
what opponents of Amendment 1 
(including the Florida League of 
Women Voters) have been saying all 
along. The whole idea is to screw solar 
providers that could someday compete 
with the major electric companies. 


The amendment was word-crafted 
with the sole intent of trickery. The 
first item supposedly gives electricity 
consumers a “constitutional right” to 


own or lease solar equipment “for their 
own use.” 


Guess what? We’ve already got that 
right—no amendment necessary. 


The second part of the ballot item is the 
trapdoor: “State and local governments 
shall retain their abilities to protect 
consumer rights and public health, 
safety and welfare, and to ensure 
that consumers who do not choose 
to install solar are not required to 
subsidize the costs of backup power 
and electric access to those who do.” 


That language opens the way for 
municipalities and the state to hit local 
solar providers with fees and regulations 
that could prevent them from selling 
low-cost electricity to customers, 
which would basically defeat the whole 
purpose of the technology.

Kate McRae Comes Home

“I just love this area,” shares singer- 
songwriter Kate McRae. “There is 
something that really speaks to me, 
and there are a lot of peaceful people 
who are really awesome here. 


“We do travel all over the country, but I 
get down here as much as I can.” 


The young McRae first found herself 
in the area as many do—while on 
vacation. Those family vacations 
turned into opportunities to meet area 
musicians and scope out venues. The 
goal became “to build a fan base and 
lay some ground work so we can be 
there as much as we can and have 
some really fun shows come out of it.” 


That is a goal that McRae and her 
band are achieving—playing regularly 
enough, it’s easy to assume she is a 
fulltime local. 


McRae grew up in East Texas “in a 
family that loved music but didn’t do it 
as a profession. My dad played music 
at church, and I’d always get up and 
sing with him and play piano some. I 
grew up doing that, and it was one of 
those things that I absolutely loved 
to do. I’ve been writing, playing and 
singing for as long as I can remember. 


“When it became time to decide what 
I wanted to do with my life and what I 
wanted to major in at college, I couldn’t 
think of anything else that I would be 
really, really happy doing besides music”

Moving to Nashville and studying at 
Belmont University, McRae quickly 
found herself playing with a full band 
and releasing albums. 


She describes her sound as “more of a 
bluesy country, but we get a little bit of 
rock in there, too. It’s kind of hard, as I 
don’t feel like I really fit into one genre 
of country music. We try to pull in all 
the influences. But there is definitely 
a little red dirt in there, because I’m 
from Texas.” 


More than anything, McRae hopes her 
music connects with people. “I had a 
song I wrote, I must have been 16 or 
17. It was called ‘Come Home’. I wrote 
it for the troops overseas (about) how 
hard it must be for their spouses and 
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family left at home. I remember the first 
time I played it live, and someone was 
there and their spouse was overseas, 
and I remember the look on their face. 
They came over after and told me their 
story, and that’s when I really knew 
how powerful and amazing it was to 
be a songwriter. 


“T couldn’t live with not doing it. It’s an 
incredible feeling.” 


From shooting a new music video, 
working on a new album (due out next 
year), picking up gigs across the state, 
and going to the Grammys to root for 
her friends, McRae is working towards 
her aspirations in big ways.

Talkin’ Bob Dylan — Ed Wrann on the Maestro

I grew up in a musical family, a big musical family. 
I am one of 15 children. I was born and raised on 
Long Island, New York through the early ‘60s. 


When my father died, I was moved around most of 
the New England states to live with older siblings. I 
made it as far west as the Black Hills of South Dakota 
and south to Gulf Breeze. 


My grandmother was a concert pianist, and her 
daughter—my mother—was always proud of the 
fact she could not only play the piano but also had 
perfect pitch. Most of her sons—my brothers—either 
picked up the ability to play an instrument or at least 
to categorize music. 


I was raised in the era of the British invasion—the 
Beatles, Rolling Stones, Yardbirds, the Who, Kinks, 
etc. I also knew my American roots—the Beach 
Boys, Jan and Dean, the Doors, the Grateful Dead 
and Jimi Hendrix, with some R&B thrown in from 
Ray Charles, Sam Cooke, James Brown and Aretha 


Franklin. Songs mostly talking about surfing, peace 
and love, broken hearts, tripping, and dancing the 
night away. 


The one voice that came out of the fog, during 
the decade of an unpopular war, an assassinated 
president, the peace movement and free love was 
Bob Dylan. Dylan has been called many things—a 
prophet, a joker, a historian, a shaman, a song and 
dance man—but the one I love is the “Poet Bard.” It 
is a Shakespearian twist for a modern day voice of 
a dying generation, a generation that sadly needs to 
pass this irreplaceable torch to the next one and the 
one after that. 


I sing Dylan’s songs to my grandchildren whenever 
I can. This year is Dylan’s 75th birthday, and he 
has just been granted the honor of the Nobel Prize 
in Literature. 


The first Dylan concert I enjoyed was in 1975—the 
Rolling Thunder Revue, with Joan Baez, Roger 


McGuinn, Mick Ronson, T-Bone Burnett, Arlo 
Guthrie and many others. The last was in Pensacola 
a couple of years ago. I have seen several concerts 
in between. 


I always talk Dylan to my musician friends. Some 
folks just flat out hate Dylan, some can’t take his 
voice. But to me, seeing this man is like an audience 
with the Pope. You may not understand he’s saying, 
but does it really matter? It’s the Pope! 


Our upcoming “Tribute To Bob Dylan” show will be at 
30A Songwriter Radio in Santa Rosa Beach Monday, 
Nov. 7, from 7 to 9 p.m. We invite everyone who loves 
Dylan to come on by and enjoy the music. Guest 
players include Dru Carter, Mose Wilson, Ricky 
Stanfield and Ronnie McBrayer, Dino Lourdi, 
Mark Lassen, Ron Stanley and myself.

Tri-County Community Council, 
Inc. is a nonprofit organization 
focused on improving the quality 
of life for individuals, families and 
communities. They currently serve 
seven counties across the Florida 
Panhandle, providing different services 
in each to help those who need it. 


In other words, Tri-County Community 
Council is one nonprofit with a 
misnomer for a name, seeking to help 
a whole lot of people in the region. 


Executive Director Joel Paul 
shares how the program most 
utilized in Walton County is public 
transportation. “We take people to 
medical trips, to the doctor, to their 
employment—just where they need 
to go. 


“Everyone runs into someone who 
needs help,” he adds. “And the biggest 
piece that we want to communicate is 
for people to know how to contact us 
and where to go for help.” 


Tri-County Community Council has 
existed since 1965, growing to serve 
neighboring areas as the need arose. 
“We are from Santa Rosa County with 
transportation over to Walton, Holmes 
and Washington,” says Paul. “We do 
Head Start in three counties and do 
block grants in seven counties. In 
each county, our mission is a little 
different.” 


Those block grants help someone better 
reach their goals, as Paul explains that 
can defray costs for “helping people get 
back to work—uniforms for nursing 
programs, (fees) for GED testing. And 
we provide tools, books, and, in some 
cases, tuition.” 


Whether taking on a senior center 
or working to grow the pre-K Head 
Start program, Paul has been with 
the nonprofit for 16 years and has 
personally seen the difference these 
programs can have in bettering 
someone’s quality of life. 


Paul encourages anyone with questions 
to call 800-395-2696. “A live person 
will be glad to answer any questions 
and try to see what you need and send 
you to the right place. 


“People don’t know what we do, but I just 
want people to understand that there is 
an agency in the area that provides the 
services that people need,” he says. 


That includes helping someone connect 
to other area organizations when 
needed. “I call them sister agencies, 
like the Council for Aging, the Arc, 
and Caring and Sharing. We work with 
other agencies and share resources 
with people who need help.” 


As for helping the nonprofit thrive, 
“We do a little bit of fundraising to 
help with our toy program,” says Paul. 
“But cash donations, volunteerism, or 
referring people—sending people to us

Family Biz Spans Decades for 
Fort Walton Beach’s Kelley

It all started with Roy Kelley opening 
Cinco Supermarket in Fort Walton 
Beach after retiring from the Navy in 
1947. Brother Charles got out of the 
Air Force in 1966 and joined Roy in the 
grocery business in 1967. From there, 
Kelley’s IGA expanded throughout 
Okaloosa, Walton and Santa Rosa 
counties. In the 1980s, three of 
Charles’ children joined their father in 
the family grocery business. 


Today, those three children—Chuck, 
Mike and Pat—continue to run the 
family business, but in a different 
realm. The siblings own and manage 
Beach Liquors with locations in Fort 
Walton Beach, Destin, Crestview 
and Panama City. “A big part of our 
success over the years has been the 
family culture that we impart in our 
business,” says Mike. 


The first location of Kelley’s IGA was 
on Eglin Parkway in Fort Walton (as 
it was known then) in 1948 near the 
intersection of Yacht Club Drive. In 
1972, Kelley’s IGA moved to the corner 
of Yacht Club and Eglin Parkway. 
In 1974, Charles bought the Village 
Supermarket in Shalimar, which was a 
meat market. Six years later, he bought

the existing Atkins IGA grocery store 
in Niceville at Palm Plaza. Roy and his 
son Howard were silent partners in 
the Niceville venture and continued 
to run the original Kelley’s IGA in Fort 
Walton Beach. 


After graduating from Florida State 
University and working in Miami as 
an accountant for a couple of years, 
Mike moved back to the area in 1981. 
Older brother Chuck moved back in 
1982, and both joined their father in 
running the Kelley’s IGA in Niceville. 
“My Dad was frugal,” says Mike. “We

stocked items in the store. There was 
no special treatment.” 


Sister Pat had come back a year earlier 
after graduating from Florida State and 
was helping her mother Sarah run a 
craft store in Fort Walton Beach from 
1979 to 1982. In 1982, Charles bought 
an IGA store in Milton, and Pat became 
the store manager there for four years. 
In 1986, the Milton store closed and 
Charles opened one in Baker which 
Pat also managed until 1988. Pat then 
moved to the corporate office located 
in Niceville. 


In the late 1980s, Charles opened a 
Kelley’s IGA in Crestview, which Mike 
managed for 10 years. In 1988, the 
Kelleys built a store from the ground 
up in Freeport. Chuck managed that 
location. At that point, there were four 
Kelleys managing a Kelley’s IGA store 
in the area. 


In 1991, Mike and Chuck came back to 
the corporate office in Niceville and all 
three siblings took on administrative 
roles in the family business. There was 
not a lot of competition in the grocery 
business at that time, with the exception 
of Delchamps and Winn-Dixie. In 
1999, Delchamps went bankrupt, but 
they had two liquor stores that were 
attached to their locations. 


The Kelleys saw those two liquor 
stores as a way to diversify and ended 
up buying them in bankruptcy court. 
There was a location in Fort Walton 
Beach and one in Panama City. In 2006, 
the Kelleys decided to sell their existing 
grocery stores. “It would have taken a 
lot of capital investments to keep going,” 
says Mike. “Profitability was getting 
tougher.” As of 2008, the Kelley family 
was out of the grocery business.

The Kelleys then transitioned to the 
liquor store business. They moved 
their offices from Niceville to Fort 
Walton Beach. At first their business 
was known as Kelley’s Liquors, with 
locations in Fort Walton Beach and 
Panama City. In 2005, they opened 
as Beach Liquors at Paradise Point 
Shopping Center in Fort Walton 
Beach. 


The Crestview location opened in 2007 
and the Destin location in 2012. As of 
today, the Panama City Beach Liquors 
is the largest location with 9,000 
square feet. Beach Liquors has a total 
of 25 employees, and each location 
has its own manager. Gayle Susman 
started with the family business in 
2002 and handles accounts payable. 


Charles passed away in 2013, and 
Sarah this past April. Two younger 
sisters are not involved in the 
business. “This business gives us 
the opportunity to stay together as 
a family,” says Mike. “We provide a 
family culture in our business.” 


“It is unusual to find three siblings 
working together in a business for 
35 years,” adds Pat. “The best part is 
that it’s family inside and outside the 
business. We grew up here in Fort 
Walton Beach, and we reside here. 
We started with our father back in 
the early 1980s, and here we are in 
2016—still in the family business.”

Sisters

You’re not going to find anything tougher than 
a Georgia-bred girl. And that goes double for Alyssa 
Calhoun from Newnan. This fourteen-year-old was 
strong as roofing tacks. She could man a shotgun, 
bait a hook, and skin a buck from neck to nub, all 
while wearing hair ribbons. 


Most often, when Alyssa wasn’t busy with 
schoolwork, she was fishing, hunting squirrel, or 
riding four-wheelers. Or spending time with Kendall. 


Kendall, Alyssa’s five-year-old sister, was her best 
friend. The two were thick as thieves. According to 
Alyssa’s aunt, they were “joined at the hip.” They 
did everything together. 


A few weeks ago, the girls swam the banks of the 
Chattahoochee River—a spot where the water is 
shallow and the current is weak. The only problem 
is, Coweta County has had a lot of rain in the past 
month. Meaning: the water isn’t shallow, and the 
current isn’t weak. 


In a matter of moments, little Kendall lost her 
floating foam noodle and went under. It didn’t take 
a millisecond for Alyssa to tear out after her. She 
plunged through the current. When she reached 
Kendall, she swam beneath to hold her sister above 
her own head. 


A witness said, “They just drifted off together... 
trying to gasp for air, and then they both ended up 
being face down in the water.” 


A park ranger tried CPR on the two girls, then 
rushed them to the nearest hospital. Little Kendall 
was in bad shape, but alive. Alyssa was already 
gone. 


A few days ago, the Calhoun family laid their girl in 
the ground. And since they couldn’t afford a proper 
funeral, the whole community tossed their pennies 
together for a decent one. In case you're wondering, 
they collected twelve thousand dollars in nine days. 


I understand it was a fine service. 


And it sure as sugar ought to have been. Because 
it took two whole seconds for this fourteen-year- 
old to decide to lay down her life—maybe not even 
that long. 


This morning, she rests in the Senoia City Cemetery, 
in a casket purchased by her hometown. Her baby 
sister still doesn’t know where her best friend ran 
off to. Or when she’ll be back. 


Alyssa might not make the headlines, Coweta 
County girls seldom do. But if you’ve ever wanted 
to see what real love looks like... 


You just did.

You have said for years now that the city of Destin 
needs to change direction—that the frantic focus 
on tourism should be replaced by an intense drive 
to make Destin a better place to live. What does 
that mean? 

I mean, this is a subject I’ve been focused on, you 
know, for some time. In all honesty, and to be quite 
frank, going forward this issue resonates in a way 
that clearly requires some study, because at the end 
of the day, this issue is challenging, as well. 


You’ve talked about the need in Destin to create a 
pedestrian and bicycle friendly environment, with 
greatly improved educational and recreational 
opportunities. You’ve also lobbied for an intensive 
drive to plant oak trees. Is making a better city 
really that simple? 

That’s an excellent question. Let me address it by 
saying that while on the surface these issues appear 
to be, you know, like complicated—to be honest, and 
make no mistake there, will be some push back—we 
can clearly agree that at the end of the day, life is 
you know, like, kind of short. It’s weird, as well. You 
know? 


You’ve complained about the number of 
t-shirt shops and chain stores and the carnival 
atmosphere in Destin today. You’ve said that 
savvy sophisticated tourists all have one thing 
in common—“They avoid tourist traps like the 
plague.” Do you really think Destin has become 
a tourist trap? 

Again, another good question. So, let me say this 
about that. And in all honesty, I really feel that it 
is clear that this issue is of paramount importance. 
Now, having said that, I think that at the end of the 
day, you won’t find anyone—and I really feel strongly 
about this—that is more pleased that you’ve brought 


this up. After much study and deliberation—and I 
truly believe this—I think it is clearly a matter that 
is quite confusing. 


Years ago, it was feared that the Destin Harbor, 
which was home to charter boats and commercial 
fishing boats, would be taken over by private 
yachts. It now looks like a massive convention 
for jet skis and pontoon boats. What about that? 
Well, let me begin by saying that clearly this is an 
issue that, at the end of the day, I feel strongly about. 
Having said that, and to be sure it is an interesting 
issue, let me be very clear—and I’d like to say this 
about that, as well. Does that make sense? 


You’ve made a big deal about the mislabeling of 
seafood. Is that really a big deal? 

So, thanks for reaching out to me on this, because 
it’s an issue that is really interesting. Now, having 
said that, I honestly—and I think it is quite clear— 
think that at the end of the day, the food that we 
eat—and we do all have to eat, some apparently more 
than others—is something we need to look at from 
the perspective of health and longevity. Which, let’s 
face it, is confusing enough. Am I clear on this? Am 
I making sense? 


You’ve opened some restaurants in locations far 
from Destin. Why not just open more places here, 
where you live? 

Boy, you ask some really good questions. Again, 
thanks for reaching out. So, in response to that, I’d 
say that in all honesty, and I really believe this— 
clearly restaurants are fun and easy to operate. 


It seems like the more, the better. And, as you can 
tell because there are so many of them, they sure 
do make a lot of money. Now, at the end of the day, 


employing hundreds of people and dealing with scads 
of rules and regulations in different cities and states 
and being able to welcome people to your business 
who are often times unruly, unfriendly, demanding 
and sometimes not very nice—clearly, it is lots of fun. 


Sometimes the customers are very heavy-set and 
looking for lots of good food at cheap prices. That 
is always really funny. So, and I really mean this as 
well, the restaurant business is easy, fun and very 
lucrative. Does that make sense? 


There is a presidential election coming up. You’re 
one of the many Democrats in our area. How does 
it look to you? 

So, I think it is clear that this election has been so 
much fun. Again, thanks for reaching out. It’s almost 
as much fun as the restaurant business. LOL. There 
are so many Democrats around here you can hardly 
waddle through the Walmart without bumping into 
one. 


One of the things we can take away from this 
election—and make no mistake, it is an election, let 
me be honest about this. I truly believe this—there 
has been some news on television about this, trust 
me, lots of people have been saying this—at the end 
of the day, we might have a president next week. I 
wish the campaign would last another year so we 
could get to know the candidates better. 


Now, having said that, it is highly unlikely that we'll 
ever have another Muslim from Kenya hell bent on 
destroying America as our president. I truly, honestly 
believe that. Clearly.

Canadian Whisky — Pride of the North 


By Bruce Collier 


Canadians have been making grain 
whisky since the 18th century. The 
original grain of choice was wheat. 
German settlers introduced rye. Corn, 
already flourishing in North America, 
has become the predominant grain for 
Canadian “base spirit.” Rye is distilled 
for “flavoring spirit.” Other grains used 
are malted or unmalted barley and 
triticale, a wheat-rye hybrid. Canadians 
often refer to their whisky simply as rye, 
even whisky that contains no rye. 


Canadian whisky must be mashed, 
distilled and aged in Canada, aged for 
at least three years in “small wood” 
(barrels not larger than 700 liters), be 
at least 40 percent ABV (80 proof) and 
“may contain caramel and flavouring.” 
That last part is called the “9.09% rule,” 
and is controversial, though Canadian 
whisky writer Davin de Kergommeaux 
says it’s “poorly understood.” 

Leaving all that aside, what’s so great 
about Canadian whisky? Let’s find 
out. I tried eight whiskies, all but one 
available in this area. 


CANADIAN HUNTER RYE 

90 Proof 

$8.30 

This is a variation on the more common 
Canadian Hunter, with an emphasis on 
the rye grain. The nose starts out a little 
soapy, which dissipates to leave the 
scent of caramel. The caramel continues 
on the taste, followed by vanilla, butter 
and taffy. The finish is short. At under 
$10, the Hunter won’t disappoint you. 


PINE CREEK VINTAGE PORT BARREL 
FINISHED 

80 Proof 

$21.90-29.99 

The Canadian version is 10 years old 
(the youngest whisky in the blend), no 
age statement on the American bottle. 
Reportedly this whisky is aged in a 
non-climate controlled, no-electricity 
warehouse in Ontario (“crafted by 
the elements” says the label). That 
translates into plenty of contact with 
the barrel wood as the spirit expands 
and contracts. This one took a lot of 
air to open up—wood, menthol, vanilla, 
waffle sugar cone, dried figs. The taste 
was toffee—sweet and surprisingly hot 
for 80 proof whisky. Dried figs, pepper, 
caramel sauce, honey, with a raisiny 
finish like tawny port. 


CANADIAN CLUB 100 PERCENT RYE 
80 Proof 

$20.99 

The nose was mildly fruity, with vanilla, 
wood, waffles and syrup, malty honey 


and candied orange peel. I expected 
more sweetness on the first taste, 
considering the nose, and eventually 
the orange came up, but it took time. 
I tasted it again a few weeks later and 
it was greatly improved, which goes for 
most of the others as well. 


ROYAL CANADIAN SMALL BATCH 
80 Proof 

$22.99 (Purchased in Georgia) 

The bottle bears an etched crest with 
horse head, two lions and a maple leaf, 
in case you’re in any doubt about it 
being either royal or Canadian. The nose 
is honey, toasted sugar and menthol. 
The honey continues on the taste, with 
a warm, burn-free vanilla wafer finish. 
There are hints of rum and toffee, baked 
pears and apples. Great value. 


CROWN ROYAL NORTHERN HARVEST 
RYE 

90 Proof 

$26-32 

Northern Harvest generated delight 
and scorn when Whisky Bible 
author Jim Murray named it 
World Whisky of the Year 2016, 
an honor usually accorded to 
rare (and expensive) spirits. The 
nose is non-specific fruit juice, 
possibly grape, warm spices, the 
Christmas blend. There were 
hints of varnish. Taste is more 
fruit, fresh pears, body is not too 
heavy, not too thin, and nothing 
lingers long.

It’s thick and chewy, with a 
grape candy, vanilla and maple syrup 
nose. The taste is lush, fruity, milky 
cocoa, orange creamsicle, tangerine 
and chocolate candy, Tootsie Pop. The 
finish is silky smooth. 


MASTERSON’S 10-YEAR-OLD RYE 
90 Proof 

$65.99 

Only the tiny “Product of Canada” 
notice on the back of the bottle tells you 
this whisky isn’t from the American 
Wild West. The photo of gunfighter- 
lawman Bat Masterson on the label is 
a wee bit misleading, but the rye here 
is sourced from Canada and bottled in 
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California. You'll forget all that when 
you open it up. The nose is a basket 
of orange, tangerine and sugared 
pear drops, with varnished wood, 
bittersweet honey, sweet and sour 
pickles and creamy vanilla caramels. 
The taste starts dry, then with air 
produces spicy pears, citrus pith and 
peel, with a marmalade finish. 


Just as Canada has remade the face 
of American comedy, it may be on 
the verge of taking the world stage in 
whisky. From the nine (and counting) 
principal distilleries that dot the 
Canadian landscape is coming a 
host of game-changing whiskies, and 
American drinkers are taking notice.

Spilling the Beans on the Area’s Best Coffee Houses

As the renowned 18th century poet Lord 
Tennyson once said: “In spring, a young woman’s 
fancy turns to beer...but in fall and winter, she’s all 
about the coffee.” 


Well, maybe we twisted that famous quote just 
a little. But you get the idea. When the air turns 
nippy—and for us true Floridians, that’s any temp 
below 70—it’s the perfect time to hit up the local 
hot spots for that other kind of brew. And we aren’t 
talking Starbucks, either (try not to gasp). 


Sure, we’re always game for a Starbucks French 
press pour-over. And we feed our Keurig plenty of 
their ridiculously expensive K-cups. But it’s the 
locally owned and operated coffee shops that are our 
true favorites. This is where youl find customized 
menus, live music or other events, and a personable, 
welcoming vibe that a chain just can’t replicate. But 
most importantly, these places serve some of the best 
damn coffee this side of the Atlantic. 


Which explains why Maas Coffee Roasters in 
downtown FoWal continues to thrive in its 10th 
year of business. Not only do they roast their own 
beans in-house, hence the name, they take their 
own sweet time with the process and follow up by 
ensuring the roasts are sold within three weeks. Talk 
about fresh brewed. This longstanding policy also 
ensures their coffee is totally devoid of that subtle 
bitter-burnt taste so many drinkers of big-name 
brews complain about (Starbucks, we love you, but 
you know it’s true). 


It’s also why Maas’ brews remain delectably delicious 
any way they’re served—hot, cold, creamed, 
sweetened, or straight up black. We should know. 
We ended up indulging in three coffees on our most 
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recent visit—a cup of piping hot house blend; a 
creamy, cinnamon-y iced Redneck Latte; and a Toddi 
Brew, an in-house cold brew that was 36 hours in 
the making. Why three? Because we got too full to 
go for four. Seriously. It’s that good. 


Besides coffee, espresso, cappuccino and lattes, 
Maas offers tea, Chai, hot chocolate and a display 
case of tempting bakery items. (Yes, we caved. How 
can you say no to an apple fritter staring you down?) 
They also stock quality presses, cups, syrups and 
other supplies, as well as good looking tees bearing 
the original coffee art of the Coffee King himself, 
owner Jim Maas. 
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Still, it’s all about the beans here. There are literally 
dozens of freshly roasted beans sold in small 
quantities for home brewers or in bulk to businesses. 
Love the brews at Niceville’s Liquid Cafe or Seville 
Quarter’s customized blend? They all start with 
Maas’ beans. 


Java Junkies up north looking for a fresh-roasted fix 
can rock the Casbah in downtown Crestview. They 
specialize in fair trade coffee from around the globe, 
served up with big city sophistication and small 
town prices. A large coffee is $2.25, a double shot 
of espresso $1.95, and cappuccinos and lattes are 
$3.95. And good luck trying to resist their insanely 
delicious-looking assortment of baked goods. They 
also offer a full menu of eats and host events like 
trivia and open mic nights. It might be a bit of a drive 
from the coast, but it’s worth it. 


As is a trip from anywhere to 30A Songwriter Radio, 
our favorite music and coffee house in Santa Rosa 
Beach. Here you can enjoy live music and the artists’ 
storytelling as well as hard-to-find craft beer, teas, 
soft drinks, and fair trade certified organic coffee. It’s 
so delish that after one cup, we were ready to write a 
love song to their house made “craft draft,” a nitrogen- 
infused cold brew. Cool, smooth and bitter-free, it’s 
good enough to drink naked. 


Or opt for one of the cleverly named variations made 
with cream, spice, flavored syrups, or jacked with a 
shot or two of espresso. Caffeine buzz, anyone? 


As much as we love their luscious signature brew, 
next visit we’re planning to hit up the teas. We always 
love us a good Chai, but owners Shannon and Josette 
have gone way beyond that, offering everything from 
classic Earl Grey to the more exquisite Hibiscus and 
Jasmine teas. 


But what really caught our fancy is the recent 
addition of “flowering tea” in a teapot for two that 
promises to bloom in as it steeps. That’s some hot 
tea that’s just too cool to pass up.
